Los Angeles (EFE) — An undocumented immigrant facing depor- 
tation received another chance from a judge, who took into account the 
intention of his U.S.-born daughter to “adopt him” so that he could stay 
in the country with his family. At a hearing last week, the judge reviewed 
the case of the Mexican Bulmaro Rangel and “took into account the inten- 
tion of his youngest daughter to adopt him, as well as the psychological 
damage suffered by the other children, especially a 6-year-old boy, and 
ordered his release, scheduling him for a later hearing,” attorney Oswaldo 
Cabrera told Efe. 

Yesenia, 12, had adopted Bulmaro symbolically as a way of showing 
the pain and anxiety suffered because of her father’s absence. Cabrera, who 
is the executive director of the International Latin American Coalition, said 
the judge released Bulmaro Rangel on $5,000 bail and did not require the 
use of an electronic bracelet as is usual in such cases. “Judges and the U.S. 
justice system are becoming aware of the program,” Cabrera said. “The 
judge has given an answer to immigration saying that the idea is not just 
deporting people but maintaining a society that is united.”<>

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Mass graves in northern Mexico yield more bodies

Mexico City (EFE) — More 
human remains have been found 
in the mass graves in the Mexican 
border city of Juarez, raising to 45 
the number of bodies recovered so 
far, the Attorney General’s Office 
said. A total of 36 bodies were found 
at a house on Pedregal street, where 
exhumation work has been com- 
pleted, and nine other bodies were 
recovered at a house on Cocoyoc 
street, officials said. 

“The discovery of the 36 skel- 
etons in 16 graves (at the house on 
Pedregal street) was made due to an 
anonymous tip that indicated that 
mass graves existed at the house 
with bodies of people murdered and 
buried clandestinely by members of 
the Carrillo Fuentes cartel,” the At- 
torney General’s Office said. 

Investigators began working 
to locat< ine bodies at that house in 
early March, while exhumations at 
the house on Cocoyoc street started 
last month. “According to tests con- 
ducted up to this time, there are no 
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scientific indications of more human 
remains at the indicated house (Pe- 
dregal street), so the excavations at 
that site have ended,” the Attorney 
General’s Office said. 

Tackling the problem of drug 
violence, according to experts, is 
a major challenge both because 
of Mexico’s notoriously corrupt 
security forces and because honest 
police officers are fearful of taking 
on the heavily armed drug mobs.

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Semana Santa en Guatemala

En ningún mes del año, se ma- 
nifiesta la historia de Guatemala ante 
nuestros ojos en forma más patente 
que durante la llamada “Semana 
Santa”, la semana que comienza 
con el Domingo de Ramos (el 16 de 
marzo) y termina con el Domingo 
de Resurección o de Pascua (el 23 
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de marzo). Es durante estos días en 
que las culturas en las que el país fue 
establecido: la Española y la Maya 
se unen en sus ritos para celebrarla. 
Físicamente les vemos desfilar por 
las calles de la capital que por esos 
días tienen un tráfico de automóviles 
y gente similar al de la Quinta Ave- 
nida de Nueva York. 

Los “chapines”, como llama- 
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mos en Guatemala a los guatemalte- 
cos, visten de acuerdo a su edad. La 
ciudadanía indígena por su parte, 
usa sus mejores trajes típicos. Con 
más de 22 diferentes trajes típicos 
bordados con flores o efigies mayas 
de diferentes colores, verlos es un 
deleite para los turistas. 


Durante todo el año, las dos ' 


culturas han seguido sus causes 
separadamente, pero no en Semana 
Santa. El fervor religioso con el que 
celebran la Cuaresma (la palabra se 
originó del griego “Tessarakoste” 
que significa cuarenta días) en 
Guatemala, hace que indígenas, 
españoles y el mestizaje que in- 
cluye ambas sangres se olviden de 
abolengo, y de diferencias sociales 
y se arrodillen juntos frente a los 
altares. 
Los preparativos de los indíge- 
nas para la “Semana Santa” (como 
se llaman a los siete días comienzan 
con los ramos hechos de corozo, una 
planta de flores amarillas con un 
olor característico que las personas 
asocian con la Cuaresma y adornado 
con palmas que se distribuyen en las 
iglesias después de la misa. Otro 
rito, bastante sofisticado es la teñida 
del aserrín. El polvo de madera teñi- 
do con añilina en diferentes colores 
va a utilizarse en la fabricación de 
intrincadas alfombras construidas 
en las calles y cuyo propósito es 
ornamentarlas para que pase la pro- 
cesión. Ver a las diferentes personas 
generalmente pertenecientes a las 
diferentes cofradías construir las 
alfombras, tan elaboradas como las

de aserrín con sus manos por varios

La tradición de España se de- 
muestra en las procesiones enormes, 
andas en las que vemos imágenes 
de tamaño natural representando al 
Nazareno, como se llama a Jesús 
cargando su cruz, seguido por la 
Virgen María, María Magdalena y 
San Juan. Por cuatro días, y del Vía 


Crucis completo en Viernes Santo 


por la tarde. 


El origen de las procesiones 
es muy antiguo. La historia nos 
revela que comenzaron en el siglo 
IV, poco tiempo después de que la 
religión cristiana fuera aceptada 
por Constantino, el Emperador del 
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Imperio Romano. Del sinnúmero de 
procesiones diferentes que continua- 
rán durante la Edad Media las más 
importantes fueron adoptadas por la 
Iglesia Católica como rituales.

Gastronomia de Semana Santa 


En estas fechas los cristianos 
tienen la costumbre de no comer 
carne y el bacalao es una buena 
alternativa. Desde la Vieja Europa 
hasta los últimos confines de Nuevo 
Mundo, muchos son los platos que 
se preparan para estas fechas. De 
postre, las torrejas y los dulces son 
buenas alternativas. 

Algunos de los platillos típicos 
en el mundo: 

Colombia: el plato más h&- 
bitual en estas fechas es el sudado

Ecuador: El manjar por ex- 
celencia de estas fechas es la fa-

huevos. En muchos hogares ecua- 
torianos se complementa el plato 
con unas empanadillas y rodajas de 
plátano frito.
